chicken sandwiches which she had 
prepared for a family dinner on 
June 21. 


Alice Jean and her sister, Vir- 


ginia, 14, ate the sandwiches and 
died. Several other persons were 
made seriously ill. 


The jury took nine ballots c" r- 


ing its deliberations, which lacked 
only 20 minutes of being 48 hours. 
The vote on the final ballot stood 
eight for acquittal and four for 
conviction. The vote on the first 
ballot "was nine for acquittal and 
three for conviction.
